5% higher than in December 1995. 


The number of Australian residents returning from short-term visits overseas fell by 
24% from the previous month to 18,980, However, this was 3% higher than in 
December 1995, Overseas visitors arriving in Western Australia for short-term visils was 
the highest recorded in 15 months, up by 6% on December 1995 and up by 33% on the 


previous month. 


The number of long-term residents retuming to Western Australia in December 1996 
was also the highest recorded in 15 months, up 15% on a year ago and up 56% on 
Novernber 1996.
